ried on like the church.” I thought I] 
would write you and let you answer it 
as I feel this is a question which should 
be answered by the proper authorities.

In answering this question we _ feel 
sure that Paul’s admonition that the wo- 
men keep silence in the churches refer- 
red to the business meetings (confer- 
ences), since we remember that he asked 
the church to greet those women helpers 
who labored with him in the gospel. The 
whole tenor of the Bible is plain that 
women have a right to do evangelistic 
work and to aid in the general work of 
the church, but they are forbidden to 
take a part in the business of confer- 
ences. The Y. P. E. and its meetings are 
only devotional as they do not deal with 
questions of doctrine and the disfellow- 
shiping of members or do general busi- 
ness of the church. The women would 
have a perfect right to hold any office in 
this Y. P. E. and take part in its worship 
and general work.—S. W. Latimer, Gen- 
eral Overseer.

Let us notice a few passages of tue 
Word showing the awful condition of the 
church in the last days. Paul’s letter to 
Timothy, 2 Tim. 3:1-5, This know that 
in the last days perilous times shall come, 
for men shall be lovers of their ownselves 
(not God), covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, «1n- 
thankful, unholy, without natural affec- 
tion, trucebreakers, false accusers,  in- 
continent, fierce, despisers of them that 
are good, traitors, heady, high minded, 
lovers of pleasure more than lovers of 
God, having a form of godliness but d°nv- 
ing the power thereof; from such turn 
away. Rev. 3:15, 16, I know thy works 
that thou art neither cold nor hot, so 
then because thou art lukewarm, and nei- 
ther cold or hot, I will spue you out of 
my mouth. 

Dear reader, let us examine our own- 
selves and see if we be in the faith once 
delivered to the saints. If we find we 
are in a lukewarm state, just having an 
outward form and have been denying the 
power of God, let us take heed to Paul’s 
admonition to the Corininian brethren— 
“Awake to righteousness and sin not, for 
some have not the knowledge of God; I 
speak to your shame,” 1 Cor. 15:14. also 
in Eph. 5:14, Wherefore he saith, Awake 
thou that sleepeth and arise from the 
dead, and Christ shall give thee light. 
They who live in pleasure are déad while 
they so live. If we love the world and 
things of the world, the love of God is 
not in our hearts. God has not appointed 
His children unto wrath, so awake, 


awake; put on thy strength, O Zion; put 
on thy beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, 
for the wrath of God is revealed’ from 
Heaven against all ungodliness and un- 
righteousness of men who hold the truth 
in unrighteousness, Rom. 1:17, 

Should He come today would He not 
find the majority of those who are called 
in His name as far from keeping the law 
of love and liberty as the scribes and 
Pharisees who claimed to be keeping tire 
law of Moses. They had a form of godli- 
ness and lip service but their hearts were 
far from God, therefore they were not 
ready to receive their Redeemer. Did He 
not know their condition and give them 
a time of preparation, sending His mes- 
senger before His face to prepare them 
for His coming? Yes, He sent to them 
John the Baptist in the spirit and power 
of Elias, to turn the hearts of the fathers 
to the children and the disobedient to the 
wisdom of the just; to make ready a pco- 
ple prepared for the Lord. Luke 1:17.The 
baptism of John was from heaven, thit 
Israel might be made manifest to God. 
He said, I baptize with water unto re- 
pentance but he that cometh after me is 
mightier than I whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear. He sha’l bapt‘ze you with 
the Holy Ghost and fire. Matt. 3:11, And 
all that heard him, and the publicans 
justified God, being baptized with the 
baptism of John, but the Pharisees and 
lawyers rejected the counsel of God 
against themselves, being not baptized by 
John, Luke 7:28, 29. 

The leaders of Israel failed to take 
heed to God’s messenger who came to 
them in the spirit and power of Elias, 
which was the power of the Holy Ghost, 
for Elias was just a man of like passion 
as we are, you can plainly see they fail- 
ed to take advantage of the time of pre- 
paration and were not ready to receive, 
and rejected Jesus when He came. 

Oh, Jesus dearly loved His own people 
according to the flesh and with a broken 
heart He wept over Jerusalem, saying, “O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem, how often would I 
have gathered you together as a hen her 
brood, but ye would not.” He tells them 
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their house is left unto them desolate and 
they shall not see Him any more until 
they see Him coming in the clouds of 
heaven. How sad! If they had only taken 
heed to John and received the necessary 
preparation! Dear ones, it is dangerous 
to fail to walk in the light as it is shed 
on our pathway. Oh, let us take warning 
of their failure of preparedness to meet 
and receive Jesus at His first coming, 
lest we also fail to be prepared to meet 
Him when He comes as a thief in the 
night. 

Does the Word of God plainly show 
that there is to be a time of preparation 
before His second coming and will He 
also send unto us messengers in the 
spirit and power of Elias? Do you know 
of any time or place where God _ ever 
poured out His awful wrath or judgments 
upon the world without first warning 
His own people thru messengers or 
watchmen, to flee the wrath to come? If 
He has been mindful to warn His own 
dear people in other dispensations, sure- 
ly He will not fail to send messengers 
to warn the Gentile church, which is to 
be the bride of His only begotten Son, 
that she might be prepared as a bride 
adorned for her husband. 

Let us consider a few passages of God’s 
Word. Dear reader, be as honest as you 
shall be when you are called upon to 
stand before the judgment bar of God 
to give an account of the deeds done in 
the body. If we hold back the truth in un- 
righteousness, the wrath of God shall be 
poured out upon us. If we add to or take 
from God’s Word the plagues will be add 
ed unto us and our part taken out of the 
holy city. 

First, read Nahum 2:3, 4 and you shall 
see that the old prophet was permitted 
to look down the stream of time to our 
day and see the modern chariots or our 
automobiles with flaming torches jost- 
ling one against another in the broad 
ways, and too, he said the fir trees shall 
be terribly shaken. When, Nahum? In the 
time of the preparation of the Lord. We 
know the chariots in John’s day of prepa- 
ration do not fill this description. How 
long have we had automobiles? Thirty- 
three years ago as I walked down Michi- 
gan Ave. in Chicago I saw two. Today if 
you should walk down the same broad 
way they would be jostling one against 
another. So we find the time of prepara- 
tion of the Gentile church would be in 
the day of our automobile. 

Where does He say He will send unto 
us Elias or messengers endued with the 
power of the Holy Ghost? Read Matt. 16: 
27, 28. Jesus tells His disciples the Son 
of man shall come in the glory of His 
Father with His angels. Verily I say un- 
to you, There shall be some standing 
here which shall not taste of death un- 
til they see the Son of man coming in 
his kingdom. This certainly must have 
reference to His second coming. He tak- 
eth Peter, James and John and showeth 
them the majesty and power of his com- 
ing in vision. 2 Peter 1:16. For we have 
not followed cunningly devised fables 
when we made known unto you the pow- 
er and coming (second) of our Lord Je- 
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sus Christ, but were eye witnesses of His 
majesty. This proves that His second 
coming was shown to these three in 
vision. Jesus charged them not to tell the 
vision to any man until after He had 
risen from the dead. His disciples having 
in mind this wonderful kingdom of peace, 
asked Him, saying, “Why then say the 
scribes that Elias must first come? Je 
sus answered and said unto them, Elias 
truly shall (future tense) first come and 
restore all things, but I say unto you 
Elias is (present) come already and they 
knew him not.” John the Baptist was 
dead at this time and could not restore 
them all things. Sanctification by the 
blord, the baptism of the Holy Ghost, the 
gifts, fruits, etc. were not restored by 
John. His mission was to restore the 
hearts of the fathers to the children and 
the disobedient to the wisdom of the just 
and pointed them to the Lamb of God 
who taketh away the sins of the world 
and whose feet were shod with the gos- 
pel. 

A reference on “Elias shall come and 
restore all things,” Acts 3:21, Whom (Je- 
sus) the heavens must receive until the 
times of restitution of all things which 
God hath spoken by the mouth of his 
holy prophets. Then according to Na- 
hum, Jesus and Peter, there is to be a 
time of preparation and restoring of all 
things by messengers endued with pow- 
er from on high as was John the Baptist 
who was filled with the Spirit from his 
birth. Yet he was humble enough to con- 
fess that he felt a need of Christ’s bap- 
tism. Some may say that Peter meant the 
restoring of the Jews naturally. Sure, 
that is one of the all things because the 
prophets said they would be and they 
have been looking forward for hundreds 
of years to the fulfillment of this prom- 
ise of God to the church. Peter writing 
to all who have obtained like precious 
faith with us (apostles), says, “Whereby 
are given unto us exceeding great and 
precious promises, that by these we might 
be partakers of the divine nature,” 2 Pet. 
1:4. We ought to have a desire for the re- 
storing of everything that is exceeding 
great and precious our heavenly Father 
has in store for us. 

Let us notice at least one promise spok- 


en of by the mouth of God’s holy prop , 


ets. As the church of the living God is 
built upon the foundation of the apostl-s 
and prophets, let us notice James 5:7. 
Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the 
coming of the Lord. Behold the husband- 
man waiteth for the precious fruit of the 
earth and hath long patience for it, an- 


til he receive the early and latter rain. 


According to James Jesus cannot come 
back until the church receives the latter 
rain or latter outpouring of God’s Spirit 
which is the Holy Ghost. This is a gift 
or promise that Jesus himsel’ obtained 
from the Father, and Peter said, “It 1s 
for you and your children anu afi that 
are afar off (Gentiles), and as many ae 
the Lord our God shall call.” No doubt 
in James and Paul’s day many were look- 
ing and expecting Jesus to come any 
time but the apostles knew according to 
the Word of the prophets there would 
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be a drouth or falling away and a latter 
rain or restoring of all things. 

Joel 2:25 says, “Be glad, ye children 
of Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your 
God: for he hath given you the former 
rain moderately, and will cause to come 
down for you the rain, the former rain 
and the latter rain in the first month.” 
When the Holy Ghost was poured out on 
the day of Pentecost and they began to 
speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance, many mocking 
said, “These men are full of new wine.” 
Peter told them, “These men are not 
drunken as ye suppose, but this is that 
spoken by the prophet Joel.” This speak- 
ing in tongues and outward manifesta- 
tion of the Spirit was the evidence that 
Joel’s prophecy was fulfilled before their 
eyes, “therefore being by the right hand 
of God exalted and having received vf 
the Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he hath shed forth this which ye now s2e 
and hear.” 

This truly is an exceeding great prom- 
ise . Let us fear lest a promise being left 
us of entering into His rest, any of you 
should seem to come short of it. Heb. 4:1. 
Read Jer. 5:24; Hosea 6:3; Deut. 11:11. 
Zech. 10:1 says, Ask ye of the Lord rain 
in the time of the latter rain; so the Lord 
shall make bright clouds and give them 
showers of rain, to every one grass. We 
are living in the time of the latter rain 
now, and we are commanded to ask for 
the Holy Ghost. The refreshing showers 
of God’s Spirit are to the soul just what 
natural rain is to the grass and fruits 
of the field. If you are a real child of 
God and are thirsting after more of His 
righteousness, don’t be afraid to ask Him 
for the good things He has for you. Luke 
11:13, If ye then being evil know how 
to give good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your heavenly Fa 
ther give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him. The Holy Spirit is the third 
person in the Godhead and is called the 
anointing in some places as oil is a type 
of the Holy Spirit. 1 John 2:27. But the 
anointing which ye have received of him 
abideth in you and ye need not that any 
man teach you, but as the same anointing 
teacheth you of all things and is no ie 
and even as it taught you, ye shall abide 
in him. Remember the foolish virgins did 
not have the oil in their vessels wiih 
their lamps and were not prepared to g0 
in to the marriage supper. One may ask, 
What shall I do to receive this promis>? 
If you have met Jesus at the cross and 
have had His prayer answered (John 17), 
let him tell you, But tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem (upper room) until ye he 
endued with power from on high. They 
were continually in the temple praising 
and blessing God. Luke 49:53. These all 
continue with one accord in prayer and 
supplication. Another might say, How 
long should I tarry and how would I 
know? You can know the same way the 
first Gentiles knew. Peter and the Jews 
who came with him over to the house of 
Cornelius were astonished because that on 
the Gentiles was poured out the gift cf 
the Holy Ghost, for they heard them

EITH L. BROOKS, Editor of Propi- 
ecy, states that a London paper 
says, “Spiritualism is now discussed at 
every dinner party and every luncheon 
party. People are not afraid to talk about 
it, for it is now recognized as a subject 
of permanent and important interest.” 
The Prophetic News says, “Literally 
thousands of people took part in a huge 
procession through a Yorkshire town, on 
an occasion of demonstration of ‘spirit- 
ualists’.” “The words of Lady Conan 
Doyle that, ‘The movement is spreading 
like a prarie fire,’ appear to be true.” “In 
Czechoslovakia one society alone has 
300,000 members.” Internationa] Events 
“carries an article stating that four out 
of every ten persons in the United States 
consult spiritualists and clairvoyants, at- 
tempting to pierce the veil of the future. 
New York City supports 25,000 fortune 
tellers who get away with $25,000,000 an- 
nually. Chicago has an indexed file of 
2,000 of these professed spirit-mediums, 
to say nothing of thousands more who 
claim to foretell the future by psalmistry, 
cards or numerology. It is claimed that 
the American people are handing out 
$125,000,000 a year to these people and 
that even governors and cabinet mem- 
bers sit at their feet. Statistics show tha! 
most of the patronage comes from the 
better educated classes.” This I take to 
be a fulfillment of 1 Tim. 4:1 and is no 
less one of the stubborn, devilish ele- 
ments that stand in the way of the pro- 
gress of true Christianity. This unpre- 
cedented situation presents the minister 
with a new problem, with which he alone 
can deal by being able to “cast out 
devils.” 
THE ORIGINAL FALL 
When we refer to the “Original Fall” 
Wwe mean that of Satan, mentioned in Isa. 
14:13, 14, characterized as “I will;” what 
is therefore a logical interpretation of 
the manner of the fall, was that it was 
first a fall into “selfishhood,” setting up 
the will of the creature against that of 
the Creator, causing an independent idea 
and manner of doing things other than 
as God had commanded. This we know 
as division. The fall thus mentioned, was 
the fall of the creature out of divine life 
into a devilish and self-life. However, Sa- 
tan continues to exist as a powerful fal- 
len spiritual creature, functioning only 
with evil intents. 
THE FALL OF ADAM 
Was after the same order—by obeying 
Satan and setting up his own will instead 


of obeying God. The creation therefore 
exists as a natural and sinful creation 
dominated by Satanic influences. 
THE FALL OF THE CHURCH 

Was after the same order. It fell from 
its once powerful and Spirit-filled life, 
wherein it wus risen with Christ and 
blessed with “all spiritual blessings in 
the heavenlies;” to a selfish, ¢arnal life, 
dominated over by Satanic influences in- 
stead of being unctionized and operated 
by the Holy Ghost. Such a call is defined 
as a turning of the Church from the 
spiritual to the modernistic view. Such 
a fall is particularly the manifestation of 
the “self-will” instead of doing and co- 
operating with the Divine will. Ministers 
and Christians first fall from their 4i- 
vine relationship with God, into the hu- 
man conception of divine things; which 
results in them interpreting God’s Word 
by the sagacities of the human instead 
of by revelation and spiritual discern- 
ment. The result is human philosophy, 
human religion, modernism. 

SPIRITUALISM THE NEXT STAGE 


Christians who fall from the Divine 
life to the human life, will next be con- 
trolled by seducing spirits and doctrines 
of devils. Men cannot remain as mere 
humans; they must be filled with the Di- 
vine Spirit or Satan will dominate them 
(Eph. 2:2). Humanism and human reli- 
gion is the middle ground between the 
religion of the Lord Jesus Christ and be- 
coming servants of Satan. Spiritualism is 
brought about by the secret operation of 
the devil and evil and lying spirits. The 
denial of the incarnation of Jesus Christ 
paves the way for the acceptance of the 
latter. The reason therefore why spirit- 
ualism and consultation of the clairvoy- 
ants is on the increase is because of the 
apostasy or fall of the Christian Church 
from its proper place within Christ.

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he rue Missionary Spirit 


By P. W. HADSOCK 


For sometime I have been much con- 
cerned about the missionary effort of the 
Church. The information and good zar- 
ticles the Evangel carries each week are 
all good and right to the point. The 
faithful efforts of the pastors and 
churches to comply with the fixed regu- 
lations to raise mission funds are com- 
mendable. The willingness upon the part 
of the laity to give sacrificingly cannot 
be criticized. But despite all these efforts 
there seems to be something lacking. 
From the information I have, it is a dif- 
ficult matter to maintain the mission 
work the Church now has. It is a pull, 
pull, to raise mission funds. In the dts- 
trict and state conventions missionary 
giving seems to take second place. I 
think the thing lacking is “a true mis- 
sionary spirit,” that burning desire and 
ambition to reach, with the gospel, the 
unreached. 

Christ’s commission to His church was 
to “Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature,” “disciple 
all nations,” yet nearly two thousand 
years after the giving of this commission 
we find a big per cent of all the Chris- 
tian preachers and churches of the world 
crowded into a few favored countries, so 
crowded that our southland has an aver- 
age of more than three Protestant church- 
es to every one thousand of the popula- 
tion, wh le thousands of earth have never 
peen told that the world’s Redeemer has 
come. 

The early Church had 
sionary spirit. The great Apostle Paul 
lived in this heavenly realm. In the fif- 
teenth chapter of Romans he sums up a 
brief review of his more than’ twenty 
years’ ministry in these words, “Yea, so 
have I strived to preach the gospel, not 
where Christ was named, lest I shouid 
build on another man’s foundation.” The 
Greek word for “strived” is more ex- 
actly rendered by Moffatt and _ other 
translators thus, “My ambition has :.1- 
ways been to preach the gospel,” ete. In 
2nd Corinthians, 10th chapter, he states, 
“Not boasting of other men’s labors, or 
in another man’s line, of things made 
ready to our hand.” 

A fine church edifice with a large mem. 

bership had no attraction for Paul, He 
didn’t care to build on another man’s 
foundation. His ambition was to reach ‘he 
unreached.

that the 


church order or regime has much to ‘lo 
with the stimulation and activity of the 
true mission spirit. I have observed much 
in this connection in the last six years. 


A stream will not rise higher than is 
fountainhead. The burden of the mis- 
sion work must first be assumed by the 
ministry, and let me say here, that when 
the ministry possesses the true mission- 
ary spirit, the local churches. will be 
alive to the missionary cause. The preach- 
er must take the lead. His congregation 
will follow. There are certain privileges 
that rightly go with the ministry and to 
bar these intimidates and cripples the 
missionary zeal of any preacher. Here is 
where Bible order of both the minisiry 
and laity plays such an important part. 


There is a great danger of crystaliza 
tion in church activities, the danger -f 
becoming self-centered and self-satisfied 
over achievements attained. God’s plan 
and program for His Church is to reach 
the unreached, to be ever reaching out 
after the lost of earth. To be void of this 
spirit clearly indicates declinsion, noth- 
ing more or less. A church that does nut 
possess a true missionary spirit, regard- 
less of past victories and success, will 
eventually lose her power and standing 
with God. He will not long tolerate a self- 
ish, self-centered spirit in His minis- 
ters, either in His Church as a whole. 
To lose the spiritual interest of ihe 
church and the kingdom carries with it 
a curse and a blight that we little dream 
of. When the early church, under Con- 
stantine, climbed up into the seat of 
worldly prominence, it climbed down 
from its throne of spiritual power. Church 
life became poisoned by the worldly re- 
wards of church preferment, with the re- 
sult that spiritual life and growth with- 
ered. Wherever ministerial success be- 
comes identified with worldly profit and 
prominence, the same poison is at work, 
and the same results appear, and where 
these results appear, whether we are 
aware of it or not, We can be assured that 
the cause exists. God does not rate the 
success of the church on the scale of the 
world. “By their fruits ye shall know 
them” is true in every sense of the word 
The Parable of the Talents and the re- 
warding of those servants is a fair sam- 
ple of God’s way of rating success. The 
servant that had received one talent was 
self-ccntered. He didn’t care for addition- 
als which could only be gained by activ- 
ity and probably some sacrifice. I won- 
der if this selfish, self-centered, lazy ser- 
vant represents a selfish, self-centered, 
lazy pastor of a church, who is happy 
that he and his faithful few are holding 
their own, paying off the church mor'- 


gage, ete., but can’t give anything for 
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missions. What that pastor needs to do is 
wait before God and make a full conse- 
cration to Him till God can anoint him 
with the true missionary spirit, and it 
won’t be long then till the entire church 
will be a flame of holy missionary zeal 
and may be some one of his parish will 
receive a call to some foreign field to 
carry the blessed truth of sweet deliver- 
ance there. But a thing like that could 
hardly happen as long as that church is 
headed by a selfish pastor. 

Rev. E. W. Smith, Executive secretary 
of Foreign Missions of the Presbyteriun 
church in the United States, relates the 
following: “When I was a city pastor in 
Kentucky there was a man in that synod 
who was reaching the unreached in the 
Appalachian mountains in a most amaz- 
ing way, planting in ten years 362 
missionaries, fifty-six churches, schools, 
and mission houses, including three col- 
leges and one orphan asylum, gathering 
40,000 pupils into 879 Bible schools, him- 
self raising the money for it, organizing 
it, administering it, building on no man’s 
foundation, carrying Christ where He was 
scarcely named, and doing a work which 
in its courage and self-sacrifice, and in 
its difficulty, its magnitude, its far- 
reaching fruitfulness, its supply of piti- 
ful and urgent need, was far beyond that 
of any pastor in our church, yet I founda 
that this man in the popular estimation 
of what constitutes ministerial success 
was far outranked by pastors of proin- 
inent city churches, just as our greatest 
missionaries are similarly outrankea.” 

A lack of proper recognition upon the 
part of church officials is conductive io 
discouragement in the missionary effort. 
God pity that church that pushes the pi»- 
neers of that institution into the rear 
and leaves their fate to chance. One out 
standing characteristic of the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost is the manifestation cf 
the true missionary spirit and so long as 
He has full right-of-way missions is the 
watchward. There is something about the 
workings of the Holy Ghost that does not 
need legislative methods to perform .er 
vice. The real baptism with the Holy 
Ghost enables one to see the real mission 
of Christ. God gave His Son, tne son 
gave His life, and many missionaries 
heve given their lives on the burning 
sands of some foreign desert land for 
the souls of the unsaved there. 

The Son of God is building today His 
kingdom. The Hoiy Ghost is His .epre- 
sentative, and what He needs # not men 
and women to star in the social, commer- 
cial, literary, or ecclesiastical firma- 
ment, not stars, but foundation stones, is 
what He wants, men and women who will 
turn their backs on what the world calls 
success, and will lay their lives down, 
“Hidden with Christ in God.” The Savior 
said, “Except a grain of wheat fall into 
the ground and die, it abideth alone, put 
if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit.” 
Before the fruit can come the seed must 
be buried. It is only as we as individu is 
and as a church die to self, to pride, to 
personal ambition, that in us and thru 
us and by us can God bring forth the 


+ See cen 
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glorious missionary harvest—‘souls re- 
deemed.” 

Whether we labor at home or abroad, 
whether we occupy the pulpit or the pew, 
we must have the missionary spirn, -or 
the missionary spirit is the Spirit of 
Christ. For a church to consider it the 
proper thing to make abundant provision 
for the needs of those already saved and 
comparatively small outlay for seeking 
and finding the lost ones, lavishing their 
chief thought and effort on the already 
reached, as long as the major portion of 
their thinking and planning and giviug 
is thus absorbed on themselves, just so 
long will the miraculous and mighty 
power of God be withheld from such a 
church. Our sensitiveness to the cry of 
the unreached is the measure of our like- 
ness to Christ. His was a life of service 
for others. Ours, when possessed with the 
true missionary spirit, will be a life of 
service for others.

“Let your heart therefore be per- 
fect with the Lord our God.” The ultimate 
aim of both Old and New Testament minis- 
tries was the perfection of God’s people. 
Deut. 18:13 demanded that “thou shalt be 
perfect with the Lord.” It follows in chap- 
ter thirty-four, verse four, that His work 
is perfect, 2 Sam. 22:31; Psa. 18:30, His 
way is perfect, followed in Psa. 19:7 which 
says that the law of the Lord is perfect, the 
ultimate aim of which was the develop- 
ment of a perfect man, Psa. 37:37. Jesus 
prayed as mentioned in St. John 17:23 
that we be perfect in one. The Apostle 
Paul tells us in Eph. 4:13, speaking of the 
Church and its ministries, “till we come 
unto a perfect man.” Only a perfect heart 
can rema‘n in true devotion to the Lord. 
It would seem that this admonition given 
by Solomon was rather forgotten in after 
years as in 1 Kings 11:4 it is recorded 
that his heart was not perfect with the 
Lord His God. Thus the _ delinquencies 
which developed in the later years of Solo- 
mon’s life were caused by a divided heart 
or lacx of heart affection with God. We 
are warned by the Apostle Paul in 1 Cor. 
9:27 concerning heart perfection, “lest that 
by any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a cast away.” 
“To walk in his statutes, and to keep his 
commandments, as at this day.” It is true 
that the spiritual life of the nation of Is- 
rael was well established and well guard- 
ed at the time of the dedication of the 
temple. It is certain, however, both with 
regard to Israel’s failure and the short 
comings of the Church, that if we are to 
reach the goal of heart perfection with 
God, it can alone come by adhering not 
only to the doctrines of the atonement as 
fundamentals, but in actually applying 
them in our lives by faith as a means of 
heart cleansing and preparation, that we 
may be prepared to walk in His statutes 
and to keep His commandments, not that 
our religion is in keeping commandments. 
but that we are to be led of the Spirit. 
However, to refuse to obey the Spirit in 
its leadings would be equal to a violation 
of God’s commandments.

V. 58. “That we may incline our hearts 
unto him.” Ps. 119:26; Psa. 141:4. Only 
as we are taught God’s ways and as our 
hearts are inclined favorably toward God 
will we find it possible “to walk in all his 
ways.” There was a vivid picture painted 
at this time, on Solomon’s mind, of how 
God’s promises might be fulfilled. “And to 
keep His commandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgments.” These were given to 
test the obedience of Israel as a nation in 
the form of commandments, however, His 
statutes were given as the primary law and 
means whereby understanding with regard 
to proper relation and dealings according 
to a fixed principle might exist one with 
another as appointed by God. It may be 
briefly summarized that the things which 
are or were to be are what God command- 
ed, and the laws they were to enforce were
